PRESIDENT’S CORNER 


This MMRA fiscal year has passed very swiftly and by the 
time you read this, the annual elections will be forthcoming. 

The Board of Directors was faced with the problem of finding 
a home for one of our most heavily utilized repeaters, and with 
monumental decisions in terms of the direction of the MMRA, 
The time had come to think ahead several years and not to just 
immediate and pressing problems. 

As a result of concerted effort, the Board functioned in a 
highly professional manner, each Director participating and taking 
on additional functions and responsibility not the least important 
of which was working closely with the repeater trustees and tech- 
nical persons. i 

We have seen technical progress as the result of being able 
to offer the technical people in the organization projects which 
utilize their skills and which have now, and will moré so in the 
future, benefit each and every repeater user, Without this incen— 
tive we would lose our technical people and the loss would be felt 


by all of us. Despite the fact that we have added two new 
repeaters and made great technical accomplishments, (for which 
I sincerely thank the officers, directors, technical people and 
participants), it is you, the dues paying member, who deserves 
our profound thanks, 

By your support of the organization, the finances to improve 
and embellish the equipment are possible, and you have demon- 
strated your support by sustaining your membership and bringing 
in new members. The paid membership rolls are as high as they 
have ever been and to the Board, this signifies your support. 

With that in mind, we have a new membership drive and we 
will award a year-free membership to anyone bringing in four new 
members within a fiscal year of the first member signing up, 
Like any contest, if there is a question of what constitutes a new 
member, the decision will rest with the directors, The procedure 
is simple — have your candidate indicate that you sponsored him 
(either on the application or by note or memo) and our Secretary 
will duly record this credit to you, 

You might ask why more members are needed if membership 
is now high, The anawer is that we have had to make a commit- 
ment to those who come after us and plan for expansion, We 
would have been the only club of our size without a 450 or 220 
repeater and the frequencies were going fast, I think the realiza- 
tion of this prophecy has already begun to happen with the advent 
of the codeless license and whether or not your sympathies are 
with this type of license, the job will be ours to accept the expan- 
sion, educate and make good HAMS of the new people. Our 
repeaters for the most part are under-utilized and there is plenty 
of room, 

We have great plans for visible technological improvements 
for the next fiscal year but, in order to maintain our present dues 
structure of thirty eight cents a week ($20.00 per annum), we 
need the support of our membership, We can accept another two 
hundred members without overcrowding the repeaters, If you 
can't bring in four new members, get one person to join and you 
will insure future progress and low dues, 

Our Public Service Committee did an admirable job in pro- 
viding safety communications for a 41 mile boat race on the 
Charles River sponsored by the Charles River Watershed Asso- 
ciation, This race of canoes and Kayaks was held under adverse 
conditions with torrential rain, 

Fifteen HAMS participated on relatively short notice and in 
some cases inadequate briefing and demonstrated great versatility 
as to safety assistance in some very potentially hazardous (to the 
racers) situations. This type of HAM activity not only is of ser- 
vice to the community, but is great press and was reported in a 
few newspapers, If you are interested, listen in on 22/82 Tues- 
days at 7:30 PM local time for new public service projects, 

Our objectives for the ensuing year will be announced in this 
column after the elections. 

This is an important meeting and the last one until the fall and 
I would love to see each and every one of you there,

PUBLIC SERVICE COMMUNICATION SEMINAR 
Air Force Military Affiliate Radio Service 


The May seminar on Amateur Radio public service will center 
on Air Force MARS — its purposes, procedures, requirements, 
and in particular, how hams can use it and interface with it for 
both disasters and routine message-handling, The speaker is Don 
Black, KAIBTV. This session will be on a Wednesday, May 11, 
because of a scheduling conflict. As usual, it will start at 7:30 
pm, at Waltham Civil Defense headquarters, 27 Lexington St. 

Black is also on the calendar for Thursday, September 8, on 
the topic of Civil Air Patrol communications, Talks are planned 
for 1984 on search and rescue operations, and the coordination of 
multiple radio services on large emergency jobs. 

The seminars are co-sponsored by: Waltham Civil Defenge and 
the Minuteman Repeater Association's public service committee, 
Both welcome inquiries from licensed Amateur Radio Operators 
and from prospective hams, 

Radio talk-ins to the seminars are on the MMRA's Weston 
repeater, 146,82 MHz,

need emergency reporting capability, remember WBIGOF, the 
146, 52 station in Westford, manned by PART (Police Amateur 
Radio Team) members, Access is by a five second tone using the

THE FCC HAS ASSIGNED A NUMBER to its proposal to 
expand the term of Amateur licenses to 10 years, The document 
has been designated RM 83-132 and will soon have a published 
commentary cutoff date. In addition to a 10 year license, the 
Commission also proposes to extend the "grace period" for license 
renewal from one year to two, Action was taken simultaneously to 
extend the license term in the General Mobile Radio Service as 
well, FCC Report 1-4726.
